Revised Draft of Strikers' Demands 


Submitted to Captain Doe of Com- 
pany and Made Basis of Settlement 
-Ross Hall Mobbed-All Hands Will 
Return to Work Monday—Story of 
the Negotiations

Reports From District Hit by 


Hurricane Increase Toll—Prop- 
erty Damage $ 12,000,000 


NEW ORLEANS, La., Oct. 2.—The 


number of known dead, reported dead 
and persons missing In Louisiana and 
Mississippi as a result of Wednesday 
night's tropical hurricane, was put at 
649 in a total compiled here today 
from reports that came in from many 


. points on the Gulf coast and in the 


interior. 
v 
Property damage iras estimated at 


ji2,ooo;ooo. 
It was considered certain early to- 


day that the total dead in the storm 
would number at least 350. 
The 


known death list already stands at 181 
with 208 reported dead. In addition 
there are 117 known missing. 
While 


undoubtedly there has been some^du- 
plication In tabulation of reports 
of 


bodies found, It was said there were 
indications that the dead would not 
be fewer than 350. 
Property 
damage throughout 
the 


storm-swept territory has been enor- 
mous and in many places the destruc- 
tion complete. Relief parties return- 
ing- today from the'delta section said 
that the rich plantations in that sec- 
tion had been wiped out, crops ruined, 
orange trees destroyed, buildings de- 
molished and washed out to sea and 
that the country for miles wns under 
water four to 15 feet deep. The levees 
In- many places have been destroyed, 
rendering more difficult the work of 
rehabilitation. River pilots expressed 
the opinion that it would be impossible 
to reconstruct the levees 
in 
many 


JIany people today still were re- 


ported marooned on the tops of un- 
damaged levees, where they took ref- 
uge when the full fury of the storm 


While no official estimate has been 


obtained of the storm damage in this 
state and along the Mississippi coast, 
persons familiar with the 
territory 


believe 
that 
it 
will 
approximate 


$12,000,000. This estimate Is consid- 
ered conservative. 


Relief work is progressing rapidly, 


due in great part to the quick recov- 
ery made here and in larger cities from 
the effects of the hurricane. Vessels 
left yesterday from practically every 
point along the coast to visit isolated 
villages, fishing settlements and camps 
which were In the path of the hurri- 
cane. 


The strike of the operatives of the United States Cartridge Company, which' began three weeks ago 


today, was settled at a meeting of the strikers last evening when Organizer McCarthy announced an agree- 
ment reached in conference with General Manager Doe of the company late in the afternoon. 


That agreement came as a result of continuous negotiations by Organizer McCarthy, Ross Hall, busi- 


ness agent of the machinists, and Captain Doe. 
The machinists, it appears, decided wisely against a 


sympathetic .strike, but yet they were an important factor in forcing the settlement reached and in causing 
the company to make concessions which, at first it had refused. The settlement appears to be a victory for the 
strikers; but it is a costly one, and now that the whole trouble is over a little reflection may convince even 


ttye strikers that practically every concession granted might have been secured by organized methods with- 
out -a strike^and without the loss of three weeks' wages to a vast number of employes. " "'

WASHINGTON, Oct. 2.—Official re- 


ports to the American government an- 
nouncing that successful methods, of 
dealing with th« submarine had been 
developed by Great Britain are being 
carefully studied because of llicir pos- 
sible bearing upon the American naval 
policy.

that the British admiralty is not only 
confident

unless the submarine is made more ef- 
fective, it will not in the future provo 
the menace It has to commerce and 
war fleets. 


The destruction of the fiftieth sub- 


marine was celebrated recently by gov- 
ernment officials at a dinner In London 
although reports of the affair apparent- 
ly were suppressed by the censor ( be- 
cause of the British policy of keeping 
Germany In doubt as to the.number of 
undersea craft destroyed. 
Although 


every effort has been made to keep 
•'secret the meims employed, the Amer- 
ican government has been advised as to 
the principal methods which have been 
adopted to combat the German undersea 
campaign.

These operations Include the-use of a 


• submarine telephone for detecting the 


submarine's approach; huge 
nets for 


capturing submanrus, a special type of 
mine, destroyers and armed trawlers 
for hunting submarines, fast sea-going 
motor boats armed with guns and aero- 
planes for locating submarines.

Timothy Cullinon, of 5S Claire street, 


was almost Instantly killed last even- 
ng when he was run over by a freight

Besides 
there are no railroads in (hat part of Serbia. 
Therefore Germany and Austria would like to send the men 


and material through Ronmania, which is fairly well supplied with railroads.. But Koumania's neutrality, or 
friendliness for Russia, stands in the way.

AFFECTING LA.BOR 


There has just been issued by tha 


United States bureau of labor statistics 
bulletin No. 169 and embracing its an- 
nual review o£ court decisions affecting 
labor. Approximately 265 decisions are 
summarized, dealing with the applica- 
tion anS construction of the laws, or 
with the application of the principles 
of the common,la,w to rights and rela- 
tions of the worker. 


The largest group of cases on a sin- 


gle subject is that relating to the new 
form of legislation k.n.own as work- 
men's compensation laws. 
The deci- 


sions range from questions of consti- 
tutionality, decided adversely in 
the 


case of the Kentucky statute and fa- 
vorably In other state courts, to the 
determination of definitions or of sin- 
gle points of dispute. 
In considering 


occupational diseases, for instance, the 
Massachusetts courts hold lead poison- 
ing to be within the state act, provid 
ing for compensation for "personal In- 
juries arising out of and in the course 
of employment." while 
tha 
Michigan 


courts, under the provisions of jv state 
law similarly expressed, hold that a 
case of lead poisoning Is not entitled 
to compensation. An optic neuritis In- 
duced by inhaling poisonous gases was 
also compensated in 
Massachusetts, 


while in New Jersey the court 
disal- 


lowed a claim on account of eczema 
said to be caused by acids used in a 
bleachery. 
Other decisions relate to 


the mode of computing benefits, the

constitutes dependency, 


willful act. incapacity, etc. Taken in 
connection with an earlier bulletin on 
the same general subject, the bureau of 
labor statistics has here presented one

most complete collections of

AFFECTING LABOR 


There has just been Issued by th 


jnited States bureau of labor statistic 
bulletin No. 169 and embracing its an 
nual review of court decisions aftectin 
labor. Approximately 2§5 decisions ar 
summarized, dealing with the applica 
tion and construction of the laws, or 
with the application of the principles 
of the common law to rights and rela- 
tions of the worker. 


The largest group of cases on a sin- 


gle subject Is that relating to the new 
form of legislation known as work- 
men's compensation laws. 
The deci- 


sions range from questions o£ consti- 
tutionality, decided adversely 
In 
Ihe 


case of the Kentucky statute and fa- 
vorably in other state courts, to the 
determination of definitions or of sin- 
gle points of dispute. 
In considering 


occupational diseases, for instance, the 
Massachusetts courts hold lead poison- 
ing to bo within the state act. provid- 
ing for compensation for "personal in- 
juries arising out of and in the course 
of employment," while the Michigan 
courts, under the provisions of a. state 
law similarly expressed, hold .that a 
case of lead poisoning Is not entitled 
lo compensation.

RIGHT TO COMPENSATION' 


In the recent case of Johnson vs. 


O'Neill. US Northwestern Reporter 364, 
the Michigan supreme court awarded 
plaintiff recovery for services rendered 


an architect in connection with the 


construction of a. building in Detroit, 
as against 66 objections urged by de- 
fendant owner, 
in allowing recovery 


of extra compensation for changing the 
plans after the contract had been let. 
the court says: "The record shows that 
after the contract had been let defend- 
ant desired changes to be made, so that 
the 
commercial 
building 
so-called 


would 
contain a larger 
number of 


stores and produce a greater rental. 
There would seem to be no good reason 
why plaintiff should not recover for 
this item, if the changes were made at 
the request of defendant, and after the 
contract for erection under the original 
plans had been entered into." 


Defendant, also, sought to diminish 


plaintiff's recovery on the ground that 
he permitted ornamental plaster to be 
applied in a defective manner, result- 
ing in quantities of it falling 
later. 


This claim was based on the fact that 
the building 
was kept

ben.tcd in the course of construction, 
but was overruled 
by

court In the following language: "It Is 
clear that the contractor was under no 
obligation under his contract to supply 
heat The building was erected in mid- 
winter.

Dwelley's assertions and Commission- 
er Thomas P. Kiley told Mr. Dwelley 
he had no right to mako such a state- 
ment before the commission unless he 
was prepared to meet It with 
facts. 


-Mr. Dwelley replied that he could pro- 
duce the facts, but not before the af- 
ternoon's hearing -was adjourned. 


Mr. Dwelley was then requested 
by 
Pres. Richards to withdraw his state- 
ment until such time as he was pre- 
pared 
to substantiate it. This Mr. 


Dwelley ngrr-ed to do, provided 
tho 


commission would give him opportun- 
ity later. 


In addressing the commission 
Mr. 


Dwelley aoserted that at present the

faces a depreciation deficit of $2,407,- 
000, through
